Truman has developed a thrifty streak, is saving his 
money for a rainy day, and will complete his present term 
with savings of approximately a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars. 
This is a most interesting matter, and one which is 
Tull of ironic twists,

For one thing, no previous president in all America’s 
history was able to save any such sum — as a matter of j ALL PARTS OF COUNTY 
fact, $250,CKK) is more than the greater number of them 
received for the position. The most distinguished of them, 
men like Washington and Jefferson, Lincoln and Cleve­ 
land, Jackson and Wilson, never received that much, let 
alone enough more to be able to save that amount. 
Mr. Truman s much bigger earnings are coming to 
him, not because the country has decided that his services 
are worth so much more than those of his predecessors, 
but because he and his friends took advantage of an ex­ 
pedient first tried out by Congress — and roundly abused 
by the Administration at that time. 
The President’s principal revenue is an annual sum 
of $50,000 given him for “expenses." It is tax-free, and 
calls for no accounting. Since all normal and most of the

But there are other ironic phases of this exemplary 
thrift being practiced by President I ruman. 
It is worth noting that the Truman administration 
has done a great deal to discourage and penalize thrift on 
‘he part of all other citizens. The man who saves, the man 
who broadens bis activities or his business so as to increase 
his earnings, has been heartlessly punished. 
Even in so small a matter as the making out of an 
income tax, the carefree soul who saves nothing and who 
receives only his pay from his job, has most of his tax 
eturn work done for him; whereas the person who has 
saved and invested some of his earnings, and who has 
spread out into two or three sources of income, finds him- 
J f caught in a bureaucratic maze where the only solution 
is to call in expert help — and then worry for a year or 
1 two whether the government experts will accuse him of 
•liminal impropriety for following his expert’s advice.
